A common, very annoying, and serious 
species of crime, which is growing worse in- 
stead of better, is the theft of horses and 
buggies, hitched in the business parts of the 
city, while the owners go to their offices. A 
favorite field of operation is in the neighbor- 
hood of the Chamber of Commerce, where 
hundreds of vehicles are left during the 


cases of stolen buggies were reported, and 
not a day passes when there are not several 
such cases. The police seem to be notably 
inefficient in their treatment of these crimes. 
| They recover but a small proportion of the 
stolen property, and apprehend none of the 
thieves. We know of no single species 
of crime that illustrates so vividly the 
utter demoralization of the police force, for 
there is no property that may not be so 
readily traced, or where the loss is so 
promptly reported, and the property 80 ac- 
curately described. Here is a chance for the 
new City Marshal, whdever he may be, to 
demonstrate his own capacity and the in- 
capacity of the late Board. 


THE POLICE GOVERNMENT. 

Judge McAuuisrEr’s decision in the case of 
the Police Commissioners vs. the Mayor and 
Common Council of Chicago may be accept- 
ed as extinguishing that Board. 

The pdints presented in this case are few 
and plain. For the purpose of the case, it 
was assumed that the charter of 1872 is in 
force, and the decision of the Judge follows 
that assumption. The charter being consic- 
ered in operation, it authorizes the Common 
Council to provide by ordinance for the cre- 
ation of certain enumerated offices, and the 
designation of the duties of the officers to be 
elected ‘or appointed thereto, and also au- 
thorizes the creation of all such other offices 
as the Council may from time to time deem 
required. One of the offices thus authorized 
is a City Marshal. In the exercise of this 
power the Common Council did create the 
office of City Marshal, and assigned to him 
the general powers, duties, and functions 
heretofore possessed by the Board of Police. 
The Police Commissioners sought by an 
injunction to restrain any action under this 
ordinanbe pending an inquiry by que war- 
0 . It will be remembered that the Board 
of Police and Fire Commissioners was creat- 
ed by act of Legislature, the Commissioners 
being elected by the votes of the people of 
Cook County, and their jurisdiction extend- 
ing all over the county. It has been object- 
ed that the Commissioners were not city 
officers " merely, but were chosen by a larger 
constituency, and had a territorial jurisdic- 
tion beyond that governed by the Mayor and 
Common Council, and that, therefore, they 
could not be superseded by any action of the 
Common Council; and, further, that the 
charter of 1872 was not so inconsistent with 
the act creating the Board of Police as to re- 
peal the latter, On these points there has 


been & eo ee 
guage Farweit refused the injunction, and 
refused to extend it pending an appeal, and 
Judge McAuuisrer, of the Supreme Court, 
has refused to extend the injunction pending 
the appeal. 

Judge MoAuxister defines the jurisdiction 
of C Courts to be confined exclusively 
to questions of property; they have no juris- 
diction in criminal cases, and none in politi- 
cal. He states that no sane man would claim 
that the Courts can enjoin the Legislature, 
and it has been long established that Legis- 
latures can delegate authority to municipal 
corporations, therefore no Court has author- 
ity to enjoin the government of a city from 
doing any act warranted by the power dele- 
gated to it by the State Legislature. He 
considers, and so decides, that the passage of 
the ordinance creating the office of City 
Marshal, and conferring upon that officer all 
the police authority hitherto exercised by the 
Board of Police Commissioners, is within the 
powers delegated to the Mayor and Common 
Council of Chicago. He does not agree with 
those who consider that this Police Board and 
other Boards were abolished ipso facto by the 
adoption of the charter, He thinks that, as 
in this case, action by the Council was neces- 
sary, and when this action took place the 
Commissioners ceased to be city officers. 
With respect to the question, What be- 


to be city officers”? he says: What re- 
mains of their office is not for me to deter- 
mine.” | 

We understand this opinion as going to the 
extent that the City Marshal is the legal suc- 
cessor to all the powers, functions, and au- 
thority of the Board of Fire and Police Com- 
missioners, so far as relates to the police. 
He says that, by the provisions of the act 
of 1872, a clear plenary power over the Po- 
lice Depar ment of the city is vested in the 
Common Council, It is an authority to re- 
organize and control that entire department, 
given in the broadest language to the Council 
and such Qffices as it, in its discretion, might 
choose to create.” Under the old law, the 
jurisdiction of the police of Chicago ex- 
tended all over the county, and, we suppose,

We trust the Mayor will give 
us a City Marshal who, while personally com- 
petent for the duty, and a man of personal 
rectitude, will also be free from all responsidili- 
ty for, and all association with the wretched 
administration of the police force during the 


past. 


THE WORK OF MOODY AND SANKEY. 

„% Brother” Moopy and his melodious com- 
panion, Saxxxx, have concluded their mission 
in Great Britain, and are probably now on 
the blue water resting from their labors and 
headed for home, to await the Well done, 
good and faithful servants,” from their friends 
in Chicago. Time was when Chicago alone 
would have woven their laurels, but now the 
whole country will join in the welcome. 
The work they have done is something very 
remarkable,—more than that, it is something 
unprecedented in the annals of the religious 
world since the days of the Reformation.

THE WELLAND CANAL. 

Those who read the description, printed in 
Taz Taovuwz of yesterday, of the work al- 
ready done on the enlargement of the Wel- 

d Canal must have been struck with the 
egmpleteness of the scheme and the magnifi- 
e@nce of the engineering. The work contem- 
plates, in effect, an entirely new canal. In- 
stead of the present ditch, which is only 90 
faet in width at the water surface and 50 
feet at the bottom, there will be, when com- 
pleted, a canal 190 feet wide at the top, 100 
feet at the bottom, and 14 feet deep. This 
will furnish a channel for the largest ships

from $9,500,000 to $20,000,000, As the 
work is to be of the most perfect and mass- 
ive description, it is not unlikely that the 
final cost will reach the latter figure. 

This enlargement of the Welland Canal is 
of the most vital importance to the entire 
grain and provision producing Northwest, 
and to Chicago as the distributing centre of 
the Northwest. It will furnish a permanent 
competition during the season to the railroads 
and the Erie Canal; and, as it runs through 
foreign territory, is owned by foreign capital, 
and is constructed in the interest of Canada 
and Montreal, there is no reason to appre- 
hend any pooling of interests or other com- 
bination calculated to break down the advan- 
tages of this competition. It is sure to have 
great advantages over the Erie Canal, 
even if the Americans should undertake 
itsenlargement. To begin with, it will be open 
probably four weeks longer during the séa- 
son,—say two in the spring and two in the 
fall,—-since it is better protected from the 
ice-gorges which collect in the pocket where 
Buffalo is located. This of itself would be 
sufficient to overcome the competition of a 
New York canal that could offer equal dimen- 
sions and equal equipments. Another ad- 
vantage the Welland Canal will always have 
is a greater protection against the rapids than 
a canal on the American side can command, 
which will make a large difference in the cost 
of towage in favor of the Canada canal. An- 
other reason why Chicago and the Northwest 
must regard the enlargement of the Welland 
Canal with especial favor is, that it will be 
built with English capital, aud, as Western 
shippers have to pay toll in either case, they 
will prefer to pay it to those who expect the 
lower interest on their investments The dif- 
ference may be fairly understood wher it is 
stated that the Oanadian toll on wheat is six 
mills, while the State of New York charges 
two cents,—nearly four times as much. 

A warrant, for the roughness of the 
work on the Welland C is found in the 
fact that the description we have given of it 
was taken from the Buffalo Commercial Adver- 
ser, which represents interests that are di- 
rectly antagonized by the improvement, but 
which cannot deny the inevitable results. This 
journal says, editorially, that the Welland 
Canal has a more direct bearing on the 
business of New York than all of the rail- 
ways together,” and adds: 

It is designed expressly to divert the immense West- 
ern breadstuffs trade from the Erie Oanal to the Cana- 
dian channels, and to transfer the vast importing and 
exporting business of New York to Montreal, The 
engineers in charge of the improvement state boldly 
that their plans have been made with these special ob- 
jects in view, and there is too much reason to fear 
that they will beat least partially successful, unless 
prompt and efficient measures are devised to counter- 
net them. That the Canadians ere terribly in earnest 
in their struggle for the control of the grain business 
is demonstrated by the substantial character of the 
new work andthe large expenditures which they are 
making on the canal. 

We have no doubt that all this is true, but 
it is none the less advantageous to Chicago 
and the farmers of the Northwest; and, so 
far as New York City is concernéd, we have 
no sympathy to waste upon it; it has merit- 
ed all the loss in trade that may come upon it.

NEW YORE CITY IN DANGER. 

The ‘ew York, World has, upon several 
Occasions and ina very malicious manner, 
animadverted upon the exposure of Chicago 
to danger from fire, and called upon the in- 
surance companies to withdraw their capital 
from this city, if something were not done to 
lessen that danger. In commenting upon 
these unjust articles, THz Cuitcaco Tarmunz 
has heretofore confined its replies to showing 
that Chicago was spending all the money it 
could afford and doing much to perfect its 
Fire Department and increase its resources for 
extinguishing fire. At the same time, it has 
asked the pertinent question whether New 
York itself was so secure against danger from 
fire that it could assume to dictate to insur- 
ance companies as to the feasibility of taking 
risks in Chicago. The Worid, however, has not 
seen fit to answer this question except in 
general terms; but at last we havea very 
direct answer, coming from the New York 
Journal of Commerce, an old, reliable, steady, 
and unsensational pewspaper, which is never 
alarmed without cause. It appears that the 
Board of Fire Underwriters, the Commis. 
sioner of Public Works, and the Chief Engi- 
neer of the Croton Aqueduct, whose knowl- 
edge touching the water-supply of that city 
and its distribution is complete, are agreed 
in the decision that the city is in great peril 
for the want of increased water facilities, 
and have asked for an appropriation of only 
$500,000 to make the necessary improve- 
ments for securing the city against imminent 
danger from a great fire. Upon this point 
the Journal of Commerce says: 

But this immense natural advantage will fail of its 
full value to the city unless the apparatus for the de- 
livery of water is constantly improved and kept up to 
the mark, It is far inferior to the requisition upon it 
which would be occasioned by a serious conflagration. 
This is alatmingly true of the lower part of the city, 
where the mains are old and small, and the hydranis 
too far apart. But for the conveniently accessible 
rivers, the down-town wards would be exposed to de- 
struction in the event ofa fire gaming headway in os 
high wind, and, of course, the whoie city would be en- 
dangered, Experts say that we cannot be reckoned 
secure m any portion of the city until bydrantes are 
put at intervals no greater than one street apart, and 
to these the Croton must be supplied by mains and 
pipes much larger than those now generally in use, 

Compared with the loss which would ensue 
to New York in case of a great conflagration, 
this sum is trifling, and yet, when the ques- 
tion of appropriation came before the Board 
of Aldermen, it was defeated, not upon 
grounds of economy or because the appro- 
priation was unnecessary, but purely from 
political reasons and because the minority of 
the Aldermen cannot have a share of the 
patronage. The Journal of Commerce there- 
upon administers a severe rebuke to these 
recalcitrants, and intimates that the Board of 
Aldermen may yet be dispensed with alto- 
gether. i

Guapstons makes a good point by saying that 
his Church forms a link between Romanism 
and Evangelicalism, and so is essential to 
the continuity of the Christian body, but this 
could be said of other sects as well. Nearly 
every one of the many is a half-way house 
between two other denominations. Does this 
show that all the others should be taxed for 
its support? The essay of the ex-Premier 
will probably hurt, rather than help, the En- 
glish State Church.

If the 
progress of art in the United States has been 
slow, it bas siso been sincere, and in the West, 
especially, its growth is steady and persistent, 
and full of hope. The East no longer retains all 
the good pictures in the country; and the West 
is equipping schools and supplying them 
with teachers and students. A generous 
effort is manifested to become better ac- 
quainted with art and artists, and, as our 
burried material civilization merges into refine- 
ment, this effort will become more general, and 
will express itself more substantially. Mean- 
while, very mavy more people are interested in 
painters aud pictures, statpary and fine engrav- 
ing, than at any preyious time, and information 
relating to these is greedily sought. “The re- 
fining influence,” says Emerson, “is the stray 
of ert, which is the science of beauty; and I 
find that every man values every scrap of know!l- 
edge in art, every observation of bis awn in it, 
every hint he has caught from another. For 
the laws of beauty are the bt auty of beauty, and 
give the mind a higher joy than the sight of it 
gives the senses.” 

The best path to the essence of art is the 
easiest and most entertaining, and through its 
wealth of anecdote, its surprises of fortune, of 
poverty, of astoundjhg toil, ite unknown or un- 
valued merit, its struggles with jealousy and pre- 
judice, its revolt aguipst tradition and fight with 
icopoclasm, we may be induced involuntarily to 
become acquainted with its cardinal qualities 
and the canons of its criticism. The painters 
and pictures, the sculptors and tye statues, 
are n be separated, ‘and, by gotting on inti- 
mate terms with the one, we learn the more 
readily to classify and estimate the other. The 
bric-a-brac of art w full of charms, tbat 
win the imagination and delight the mind. The 
lives of the artiste are as exciting, with their 
alternatives of immortal success and menacing 
defeat, of honors and insults, of hopes and fears, 
of starvation in life and posthumous glory, as 
those of the heroes of fiction or the men of his- 
tory. The episodes and incidenta, the quarrels 
and revenges, that are attached to the origin, or 
the disposition, or which constitute sometimes 
the very inspiration, of noted works of art, are a 
fund of dramatic suggestion aod illustration 
which the playwright bnd the poet will 
yet use with fresh advantage. It is 
not generally known that the idea of 
St. Peter’s, at Rome, was evolved from the mind 
of P Jutivs II. while lamenting the lack of a 
building in which to place MicnazL ANGELO's 
„Moses. And out of the urgency of that re- 
solve came the Reformation. Many curious 
questions, of striking novelty, are discovered 
while pursuing the superficiaities of art,—euch, 
for instance, as the connection between differ- 
ent phases of art development.and the social 
conditions of nations. Mr. Diesy Wyatt, Pro- 
fessor of Art at Cambridge, says, in one of his 
lectures, that a spirit of gentien is a 
sequence to its cultivation. “The poets 
in all ages, I need scarcely remind you,” 
be continues, have looked upon the prac- 
titioners of the arte as fashioners of good man- 
ners; and wherever in history meh have exhibited 
gentleness in their relations to one another, and 
especially to women, it has been in periods cor- 
responding with their creation of the highest 
types of human art.” It will be a task contain- 
ing its own compensation to examine this com- 
plaisant notion side by side with certain singular 
series of facts; for instance, the existence of 
the greatest group of artistic excellence, Da 

ct, ANeGreLo, Rar, and Titian, in one of 
the bloodiest. and most savage epochs 
in modern history; and to inguire, with 
an obstinate skeptieism born of blind 
and utreasoning love, into the right 
of the posts to call those men “ fashioners of 
manners” who were themselves too often ig- 
norant of the elemeuts of conventionality, and 
whose Niagaran passions led them to excesses of 
cruelty and insanities of hate, which frequently 
resulted io slander, theft, spoliation, and mur- 
der. Artist life comprises both intaglio and 
cameo, Where there is so beautiful an expanse 
of light we must look for deep shadows. In the 
heroic age there were pigmies as well as giants; 
but the Graces suffer no lose of beauty on ac- 
count of the Furies. 

Art culture has a practical significance for the 
West which selfish motives will help to advance. 
The finer varieties of manufacturing industry 
are comparatively unknown among. us, 
and as rapidly as new branches are 
established here, the direction of whose 
workmanship requires ability to design 
aud fertility of invention, masters and foremen 
are sought from abroad. Acquaintance with the 
principles of art are as necessary to the superior 
goldsmith, silversmith, and fine metal and stone- 
workers, to the pattern-designers for carpets, 
curtains, wall-paper, glass, china, laces, flowers, 
shawls, and all textile fabrics, as to the architect, 
the painter, and the sculptor. In fact, there is 
no portion of the study of art, however alight, 
provided it de exact, which will not reward the 
reader or the student, either in mental delight 


or material profit. 


The pebbles of which these mossics shall be 
composed will be gathered along the shores of 
art, in the hope that many will be tempted 
thereby to leave the beach and seek enjoyment 
on the deep, translucent waters.

THE SCLDIER. 
SKETCH OF an's MILITARY CAREER. 
To the Eaitor of The CRicaao Tribune : 

Cutcaao, July 15,—The large attendance at 
his funeral of the peopie of humble circum- 
stances, as well as of those of high position, is 
an evidence quite grateful to the many friends 
of the late Geb. Frank P. Blair. who knew, re- 
spected, aod served with him years age, when 
he was one of the prominent men of the nation, 
of the high esteemin which the deceased was 
held at his home by his friends and neighbors. 

Death ie rapidly removing the prominent citi- 
zene whose services were so important during 
the War. The rapid passage of time is effacing 
from the memory of the active men of to-day what 
the services were of those who took prominent 
part in affairs now fifteen years yast. The 
present most active business men, in large ma- 
jority, are those who have no personal recol- 
lection of those who took active part in 1860 aod 
61, and whose services then, as those of Gen. 
Blair, were so important and so valuable to 
the Government at the beginning of the rebel- 
lion and secession. 

OF THE MOST PROMINENT 

of these citizens was the General who now at 
last has been calied away. Those who then 
knew the deceased feel it a duty which is owed 
to the memory of him, and others like him, to 
recall the services rendered, point out their 
merits, and see that the recollection of their 
works shall not die out with the burial of the 
body; and that full justice be done to those who 
risked life, fortane, and position, to sustain the 
Government they identified their lives and for- 
tunes with. More especialiy do they feel this 
when the deceased has, as in this case, long been 
removed from public notice by disease and by 
trouble. 

It is almost impossible for those not partici- 
pators in the acts of the earlier days, just pro- 
ceding and just succeeding the War, to fully 
realize and appreciate

then, and the real and great sacrifices it re- 
qaired in the Border Slave States to decide and 
cast one’s lot on the one side or the other. The 
hand of parent was turned against the son; hus- 
band and wife found themselves co-operating 
with opposing sides, and suspicions of each 
other; family-ties were broken and forgotten ;

If the young editor i the man you 
represent him to be, how is it that the Tribune fs such 
a popular paper? We hope your statements are cor- 
rect, as we think too mud of the dun to have it say 
anything to injure anybody unjustly. Hoping you

In answer to the above we give the following 
from the New York correspondence of the Bos- 
ton Herald, merely adding that the facts as 
stated ia the extract below are generally known 
in newspaper circles here. In saying that the 
young editor is the tool of Jay Gould, the Sun 
does him no further injury than to publish an 
injudicious fact, and no one can say that we 
treat the young editor unjustiv when we de- 
nounde, as we do, such prostitution of journal- 


ism : 

It has been undératdod for some time in New 
York that Gould makes no secrét of the fact 
that he controls and uses the 7rifune. That he 
does Own the controlling interest in the con- 
cetn there is really no room for doubt. It is 
explained as foliows: When in the winter of 
1873, Mr Orton, of the Western Union - Tele- 
graph Company, ascériained that Colfax, whom 
he was about to make editor of the paper, was a 
rascally frand,—which came out Just then in the 
Credit Mobilter exposnres,—he wis glad to sell 
out the controlling interest to Reid, who ob- 
tained from William Walter Phelps, bis young 
millionaire friend, the hatf million dollars re- 
qn for the t anvaction. Mr. Paeips was sup- 
posed to be immensely rich, aud he belreved m 
Reid and tue futute of the 7ribune. He went 
into the operation as a permanent iovestment. 
But in the summer of 173 Mr. Pheips hada 
long and dangerous fit of sickoess. Misfortune 
never comes single to young millionaires, any 
more than to poor people. When lie got back to 
health and his basinéss he found that the panic 
had prostrated the business of the country, and 
that the huge sums of money which he had put 
into certain Texas railfoads wore sink, and in- 
deed that bis fortune was in 4 fait way to disap- 
pear altogether. It became oevessary for him 
to recali he money Which he had given to Reid 
to purchase. back the control of the Tribune. 
Theo Mr. Reid was — te go down into 
Wall street aod raise the money to keep the 

per oc reture from its management. But 
Tribune stock had become a rather doubtful in- 
vestment for careful men who wanted to be 
sure of regular dividende, and there was but oue 
man who wanted to take the load off Mr. Phelps’ 
shodiders. hat was Jay Gould. To bim the 
control. of the Tridune sas valuable, and in his 

rations against Pagific Mail, and on the 

. „the paper has rendered him con- 
stant and efficient service. Of course, it made 
vory little difference to Gould whether he de- 
ri ved any profits directly from the publication of 
the paper. He could even afford to run it at a 
loss of $50,000 or $100,000 a year, while coudt- 
ing up his gains in stock speculation by the mu- 
lion. It is estimated that Jay Gould has made 
from $16,000,000 to €15,000,000 by his operations 
in Union Pacific and other stocks during the past 
year.

HIGH BUILDING IN NEW YORK. 


The New York Tribune has an article on the 
height to which New York buildings are now 


carried. It says: 
The Franklin House—which was considered a rath- 
er high building, being 60 feet in height—at Doy street 
and Brodway, has had to make room for the building 
of the Western Union Telegraph Company, which is 
160 feet in height to the roof (the tower being 230 feet 
above the sidewalk), On the other side of Broadway 
the Park Bank Buii „ 95 feet high, has now for sev- 
eral years overlapped the Herald office, and these two 
again have been recently overtop by the nine-story 
building of the Hrening Post, ughoat the iower 
partof the city three are many buildings six and sev- 
en, and often eight stories high, used as warehouses, 
especially by dry-goods firms. In Walker street, 
between Courtland alley and Elm street, are sev- 
eral six and seven story buildings on the 
ground where once stood the St. Matihew’s (German 
Lutheran) — The stores at Nos. 586 and 6557 
Broadway, 90 feet high, have taken the place of several 
very diminutive establishments, and the upholsterers’ 
warehouses of Sloane and Solomon are also 90 feet 
high, instead of the three-story buildings of fifteen 
ears ago. Baxter's high building of six stories and 
. roof at Canai and Mui streets has 
taken the place of numerous small ties, which 
looked anything but attractive before East Canal 
street was made the street it is to-day. On the spot 
where Samuel Ward, “the King of the Lobby,” was 
born, in the two-story and attic building erected by 
ather, John Ward, is now the establishment of 
Brooks Brothers, fully 94 feet high. 
The Stevens Apartment House, at Twenty-seventh 
sireet and Fifth avenue, attracts attention by its ex- 
— — height, 110 feet, hene beste stood only 
three and four stery houses, atid on the corner of For- 
ty-seventh street a number of three-story houses have 


Among the other high buildings recently erected 
up-town with those mow in course of *rection is 
the Grosvenor House, on Tenth street and Fifth 
avenue, recently comipleted, It is 90 feet high, and 
has taken the place of the residence of Mr. Francis 
Cottenet, which was 50 feet high. <A  biock 
lower on the southwest corner of 
Ninth street and Fifth avenue, an Apartment build- 
ing, to be 100 feet high, is now being erected for the 
owner, William Rhinelander. Ground has also been 
broken on the property recently sold at Lafayette- 
place and Astor-place, for a fire-proof building 110 
feet high, with seven stories, basement, and cellar, for 
the use of @ publishing house, believed to be the Ap- 
pietons, Mr. Thomas is the architect, and he intends 
to erect there a fine structure, the dimensions of 
which will be 152x100 feet. 

In order to show the upward progress made in the 
growth of New York during the past ten years, build- 
ings like the Fifth Avenue Hotel, Grand Opera- House 
Claflin’s warehouses, and others, haye been omitted 
from this enumeration. These were erected at long in- 
ter vals, and not in such rapid succession, as for instance 


the Equitable Life Building with iis 164 feet of h ht, 
the Tribune Building of 171 feet, the Avenin 
with its nine stories, the Staats-Ze:tung with ite 100 


feet, and the unfinished building of the Deloware & 
Hudson Canai Company in Cortlandt street. All these, 
taken in connection with those mentioned above, have 
fully doubled the capacity of New York for accommo- 

all those who desire to transact business wiihin 
ite borders, while at we same time not an toch more 
ground has been taken for that purpose than was the 
case before this increase in altitude set in. On the con- 
trary, it is believed that owing to the widening of streets, 
like South Fifth avenue and New Church street, as 
well as New Chambers street and the New Bowery, 
there is actually to-day less ground occupied by build- 
ings small and large, down-town, than fifteen years 
ago. And yet there is considerably more room tor all 
purposes of business.

AN AUSTRIAN PARRICIDE, 


Horribliy Grotesque Mixture of Crime 
and Superstition. 
For the Chicago Tribune, 

A frightful case of moral depravity and ignor- 


of Gratz, Austria, Jone 20, 1875. Augustine 


Weissenbach, aged 75 years, one of the poorest 
inbabitants of the Village of Sounleitberg, 


owned a miserable shanty, worth about $75, the 
possession of which had for some time been the 
ardent desire of his son, which desire finally 
led the unnatural son to mili bis father. 
Since 1874, Viocenz Weissenbach bad been mar- 
ried to Agnes Gaug!,—living with his wife in the 
old mans shanty. Disputes and quarrels were a 
common occu: ence, and the father complained of 
bad-treat mant, while the son complained of his 
father's ill-temper. ‘The old man did not intend 


to put bis son in possession of the shanty - 


during his lifetime; on the contrary, was 
inclined to sel) it. According to the testimony 
of Vincenz and bis wife, the Supervisor of the 
viliage informed them of the intended sales in, 
the early part of this year. This so enraged the 
son that be told bis wife, the same night, that 
he meant to straogle bis father. The woman 
prevented him from executing his threat at that 
time, saying: Wait till I am mad enough a; 
him.” 

A few days after this, they quarreled about a 
missing tool. The quarrel was revewed next 
day,—the old man telling them that -he was go- 
ing to sell the shanty. In the evening, the 
father went to bed in the front room,—the mar- 
ried couple occupying the rear part of the shan- 
ty. At abont II o'clock the young man awoke 
his wife, telling ber he could not stand it any 
longer,—that he was going to “ choke” him. 
In that night the old man was murder- 
ed; but the deed did not remain undiscovered. 
Vincenz and his wife were arrested, and are vow 
under senteace of death. The following are the 
details of this most borrible crime : 

After the trial of the accused began, the 
Judge foind it unpossidie to obtain 
from the man a straightforward  astate- 
ment. The woman was asked why ther 
killed the old man, to which she re- 
phed: We—me and Vincenz—married a year 
ago, and went to live with the old man, and for 
a while got along very well; bat, soon after, 
the old man began to busy bimself with what 
did not concern h m. Most of the trouble was 
caused by hie bel jag himself to our stock 
of provisions. He should have used his 
own flour and meat 
Ain't I right? Of couse I am. A 
few dars before we killed the old 
man, we had a violent quarrel about a little 
flour ; and, on the same day, the Village Super- 
visor told us that the old man was going to sell 
the shanty. My husband became furious, aod 
it was then that we determined to murder the o d 
man. We ent to bed as usual. At midnight we 
stepped into his toom (ia wh.ch the light burned 
all night). My husband seized his bands. while 
I threw a voose around his neck. He began to 
beg to be let live, but we told him it was of vo 
use to beg now,—be must die. I then pulled at 
the rope. After awhile I grew tired and my 
husband relieved me, and I held the old man’s 
bands while he kept choking him.” 

Here ‘the Judge ask bow long this heartless 
torture lasted. 

„Well, about two hours. He became at last 
weaker; but, as he hollered loud, I stuffed a 
rag in his mouth. Hed.ed hard, and tossed up 
and down in the bed. I held bis bead down by 
his hair. When he began to rattle, my husband 
fetched a wax-taper which the priest had con- 
secrated last Easter, and stack it in his bands, 
and we began to pray and say the Rosary, till all 
was over. 

Then we slipped the noose over his head 
took the rag out of his mouth, and left the room, 
But we slept no more that night. We studied 
what to say if asked sbout the cause of his 
death, and decided to say that 1e had died from 
apoplexy. I ran over to the nearest neighbor, 
and told him so. Then I dressed myself in my 
Sunday clothes, and informed tbe priest and 
doctor of the old man’s death. The doctor 
came very soon, and noticed at once the blue 
marks on the neck. I said the old man had hart 
himself toasiog on the bed.“

Ne Wellew Fever at Norfelk—Whisky 
Firms Would Like te Compromise. 
Speciai Dispatch to I'he Chicage Tribune, 

Wasuineton, D. C., July 17.—The local health 
authorities here have been occupied during the 
day in verifying the rumors as to the existence 
of yellow fover at Norfolk, Va. Telegrams from 
the health officers there, and from the naval and 
marine hospital surgeons, agree that there 
is no yellow fever at that port. The 
basis of the rumors seems to be that a vessel 
arrived from the Barbadoes Islands with some 
severe cases of fever and jaundice on board, 
which were not accompanied by the black vomit.

Report of Blair Lodge Committee on 
the Death of W. M. Gallacher. 


Public Odd-Fellows Installation by 
the Grand Master.

MASONIC. 
COMMITTE REPORT ON w. M. GALLAGHER. 

The death of Joseph Gallagher, W. M. of 
Blair Lodge, has already been noticed in these 
columos. The Lodge, at the next communica- 
tion after the news of Brother Gallagher 's 
death was communicated to them, constituted a 
committee to express their feelings at the loss of 
their Master. Ata regular communication held 
last Monday night, the Committee, which was 
composed of Brothers J. O Neill, J. M. Terwilli- 
ger, and J. R. Wilkins, reported as follows : 

Your Committee realize the melancholy nature of 
the duties which devolve upon them, neither is it pos- 
sible to tall in words the sadness which all of us fool. 
That Master’s chair, so heavily draped, speaks in its 
solemn silence with an umpressiveness far greater than 
words can tell; those emblems of our Order, wreathed 
with crape, each tells its silent story: the sorrowing 
faces of our brethren show but too plainly the painful 
duty that has called us together. Death with his 
insatiate demand has visited our circle—sought out a 
shining mark, and, dipping his fatal dart 
in the pool of sorrow, sped it im our 
family, and struck our Master, scattering the 
incese of sadness like a pall of gloom over 
our household and brotherhood. We look iu vaim to see 
the cheerful countenance of our brother snd our 
friend ; never — will we bebold those speaking eyes 
that sparkled with delight at the joys of his friend or 
dimmed with tears at a tale of sorrow, 

Brother er was born Aug. 20, 1834, at New- 
comerstown, Tuscarawas Oounty, 0. Here he re- 
sided with his ts until 1851, when they moved to 
Mt. Oa * ems in 1861 he enlisted in the 
Fifteenth Illinois Infantry for three years. After- 
wards he followed the fortunes of war with his regi- 
ment in Missouri under Gen, Pope; thence back 
to Kentucky, participated in the battle of Pittsburg 
Landing, thence with the army under Gen, Hurlbut 
to Corinth, and underwent the hardships and expos- 
ure of that memorable march, siege, and battle, After 
the victory at Corinth, he went with his division to 
Memphis, arriving there in August, when he was 
transferred to Gen. Grant's army and went to Oxford 
Springs, where he was again in the battle Geld. 
Thence he returned to Memphis, where the army was 
concentrated for the celebrated “On to Vicksburg” 
march, He participated in various skirmishes, par- 
ticularly one at Hatchee River, against the joined 
armics of Price and Van Dorn, Subsequently he 
went with his division of the army to 
Jackson, Mies. His period of enlistment 
expiring in 1864, he re-enlisted at Vicksburg, and 
started with Gen, Suerman’s division in the raid on 
Meridian, cutting the Mobile & Ohio Railroad, Upon 
the accoruplishment of this object, he again returned 
to Vicksburg, where he was granted a thirty days’ fur- 
longh to visit home, At the expiration of that time he 
rejoined his division of the army at Huntsville, Al., 
under Gen. Frank Blair. Marching under bim to 
Rome, Ga,, he joined Sherman's army at Kenesaw 
Mountain. Here he was detailed on skirmish duty, 
and on Oct, 4 was captured by the enemy under Gen. 
Hood at Ackworth. He was taken to Andersonville, 
about one month, when 
he was taken to Millen prison, Ga. Te 
maining there abont two weeks, Thence he 
was again moved to Thomas ville, and thence marched 
across the country to Albany, and back again to Ander- 
sonvilie,—remaining until late in arch. 1865, when, 
with a silver dollar pocket-piece Wich he bad 
managed to keep secreted during his captivity, he 
bought his liberty of a rebel officer, and, by traveling 
at nigbt and sweping by day, he worked his tedious, 
anxious way to the camp of the boys in blue st Vicks- 
burg. He arrived without money, and with very few 
pounds of flesh on hie bones. Here he got the first 
full mea) he had eaten since being taken prisoner, and 
was sent home to report in Springfield July 4. 1965, 
when he was discharged from the service, The fol- 
—.— winter he came to Chicago, where he has since 
rerided. 

Bro, Gallagher joined Cyrus Lodge, A. F. & A. M., 
No, 188, at Mt. Carrol, II., in 1865. He demiited in 
1867, and, as — all know, deposited his demit in 
Blair Lodge d tly thereafter. During the period of 
bie membership in Blair Lodge he filled acceptably the 
offices of Senior Deacon and Junior Warden, one 
full term as W. M. so satisfactori.y that he waa re- 
elected, and had served nearly one-half the second 
term at the time of his death. 

He took the Srottish Rite degrees 
thirty-second, in the spring of 1367, and also joined La- 
fayette Chapter, No. 3, in the spring of 1867, He was 
married to Frances Bryan May 2, 136%, His child was 
born June 7, 1874. His wife died June 17, 1874, 

He died June 28, and was buried June , 1475, by a 
large representation of the Brothers of Blair Lodge, 
escorted by the Consistory. Following with the mourn- 
ers were a large delegation of his associates from the 
Post-Office, an evidence of the esteem in which he was 
held by them,—they having increased their own labors 
and done his work that he might receive the benefit 
thereof to the last, for which they are entitied to more 
than passing mention at our hands. 

With his life in Chicago most of us are familiar. 
Coming into en active, metropolitaw city with- 
out acquaintances, modest worth faile to re- 
ceive the reward it merite, and the or 
of that virtue ie likely to be set aside for those less 
deserving bat more persevering. However, permit 
us to bear testimony to a noble action performed by a 
Past-Master of Blair Lodge, who appreriated an honest 
endeavor to obtain Master's — gn thereby being the 
better able to support him and family, Having 
occasion to employ an honest accountant, he gave the 
position to Bro. Gallagher, retaining him while he 
needed the services, continuing hie friendship wiih 
a praiseworthy zealand earnestness that proved suc- 
cessfulin obtaining for him a Post Ohe situation, 
and then being his bondsman for the faithful 
performance of the duties, without hope of fe 
reward, or publicity. But we cannot pass it thus. 
This Brother helped to bear him to the grave, 
and wien he himself shall pass over 
the dark waters, entering the portals of the Grent 
Beyond perhaps the first voice to salute his ear will 
be our dead brother saying, Be not afraid; ‘tis I. 
And I will abide with you, and you with me, forever.” 

Brethren, have we all so performed our duties toward 
our brothers that we, too, may draw so sweet a consola- 
tion? Brethren, for the three months we have 
dope all that fraternal duty or brotherly love could, to 

eve the suffering and supply the wants of our de- 
cliniug, dying brother. Brothers watched at his bed- 
— night, sat and ministered to his comfort con- 
tinnally by day. Very many made frequent calls to 
cheer, comfort, and encourage bim, thus smoothing 
his declining path. Brothers kindly stood at his side 
when the copquering King of Terrors claimed the im- 
mortal. Brothers silently and reverentiy prayed while 
the immortal winged ite way into the greut mysterious 
futuro. Brothers dressed his remaivs in the babili- 
ments of the grave; brothers tenderly bore him to his 
last ame 5 — when solemnly, with the impressive 
rights of ry, we laid him beside his dead wife, 
she whom he had so loved in life, who was so worthy 
of his love, Tuen, with many tears of affection, we 

commended his soul to God who gave it. 

This, 12 * closes Brother Gallagher’s life 
history. last farewell is spoken. The last line is 
written. Let us reverently ite sacred page and 
pray that as much that is good may be said of us, that 
our last end may be like bis, hopeful, peaceful, happy. 

_Allow us here to speak of a Masonic duty fully com- 
prehended and nobiy met by Blair Lodge. e feel 
that we make no idle boast, neither speak vainglorious- 
ly, when we point to our record of Mzsonic duties per 
formed, of fraternal obligations fuifilied, never halt- 
ing in deeds of charity; never counting the cost in a 
question of Masonic duty, and in doing our duty have 
prospered in numbers and in stores.

“ Resolved, That no Lodge or Encampment shall 
entertain any application for pecuniary aid or assist— 
ance, under whatecever scheme it may be I 
unless the same be authorized by the Grand Body, or 
its principal Grand Officer, of the jurisdiction in which 
such aid i solicited, and in accordance with the form 
prescribed for suck purposes by this Grand Body ”;

WOMEN AS DOCTORS. 


A Discourse Before the Massa- 


Some Objections to the Medical Educa 
tion of Women. 
„ e 
And an Argument to Show that Those 
Objections Are III. Founded. 


Te the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

Bostox, July 13,—This subject oceupies the 
greater part of the Aanual Discourse before 
the Massachusetts Medical Society June 9, 1375, 
by George H. Lyman, M. D.“ 

This Society bas existed nearly a century, and 
now contains some 1,400 members. It is, par 
excellence, tie State Medical Society, so pure 
and exclusive that its lawfal richt to expel 
heretics in the form of Homeopathists from its 
ranks bad not only been publicly asserted and 
practiced in its proceedings, but has been 
sanctioned by the Courts. The Society has 
widely resolved, and given notice, that it will 
not hold itself responsible for any opinions or 
sentimente advanced in these annual discourses, 
so that it ie not high treason against this august 
body to criticise them. This it is well to 
premise, because the writer, being neither 3 
physician nor a woman, but only a possible pa- 
tient of some member of this Society, desires, 
above ali things, to keep on good terms with 
any into whose hands he may fail. 

Dr. Lyman thinks he represents the views of 
his profession generally; for be says, in discuas- 
ing the expediency of admitting women to this 
Society, supposing things should come to such 
a sad pass, that they 
CANNOT BE KEPT FROM QUALIFYING THEMSELVES 

BY EDUCATION. 

The most serious objection to their admission 
ia, that it would be immediately construed as a 
tacit approval by the medical profession of any 
professional education for women. This would 
be a great error,—tbe truth being that the pro- 
fession, as a whole, are singularly unanimous iu 
their disapproval of any such aim,—tbey having 
a very decided conviction that the higher 
standard of education which women are seck- 
ing, and which they certainly ought to have, 
should find for its development other and more 
appropriate spheres, which are as yet far from 
being exhausted. If we cannot prevent their 
practicing, let us take them into the fold and see 
to them, because It is far becter that not only 
their preparation for it [tte profession}, but 
their action therein, should be under competent 
supervision.” II, as we believe, they have un- 
dertaken a task which will result in failure, we 
can well afford to let it have a fair trial under 
new conditions, trusting to tbe future to prove 
that which we had thought already su fliciently 
proved by the experience of the past.” 

We certainly have here a most cordial and fra- 
ternal invitation on the part of the orator to 
euch erriog sisters as bave strayed into these 
forbidden paths of knowledge, and need 
the aid and sympathy of association. If set to 
music the air might be, Will you walk into 
my parior?” etc. And surely, too, such a 
tribunal as the speaker assumes bis audience to 
be is, for presumed candor and catholicity of 
spirit respecting the subject before it, only to 
be equaled by a courtand jury after verdict and 
judgment. 

But we bave reversed the order of the dis- 
course by cousidering the last question first. 
Thig. however, seemed necessary, that the 
reader might better apprehend the sort of meet- 
ing: he is attending, and the natural proclivity of 
its orator toa line of discussion that might find 
a ready response. The general subject of the 
discourse is, The Interests of the Public and 
the Medical Profession ; and, however strong 
the drift of the argument seems to be towards 
the interest of the medical profession, it is im- 
possible for any one bolding the foregoing con- 
clusions already stated to discuss the subject 
otberw ise.

Agaia: “The prevention of concep- 
tion, and the murders committed during the 
early months of pr , 80 notoriously com- 
mon in these days, bave more to do with the 
nervous and uterine ill-health of women than 
they are willitg to ackvowledge, or than their 
critica have seen fit to recognize. Were every 
practitioner at lhberty to make known the facta 
in this direction of which he has almost daily 
cognizance, thé public would be horrified.” 

Dr. Lyman that it is fair to say that these 
subjects of nervous exhaustion, &c., “are not 
confined to the so-called better classes, sor 
even to that small portion of them supposed to 
be injured by excessive brain-work.

Lhe unfortunate 
creatures, livid with cold and fear, and not hav- 
ing even the etrength to cry out, felt the walls 
giving — unner them from the force of the 
Hood. awaited death. At last two herore 
soldiers, mounting a bank and carrying torches, 
approached the farm.

They then succeeded in wrenching 
out one of the bars of the window, and threw up 
a rope to the two prisoners. Ihe waters were 
now rising at a rapid rate. In the frigut of the 
moment the man and woman got out of the 
window without fastening themselves with the 
rope, and the next second they were canght by 
the flood and washed away. Ibe men in the 
punt succeeded im saving the Woman as she was 
but the man was lost.

Ine company inhabiting it had not time to 
escape from their itinerant dwelling.

Prof. Owen conversed freely with his brother 
Robert in April last, and be was then in remark- 
ably good health of body and mind for a man of 
All his life, although his brain was large 
and active, he was of a quiet temperament; 80 
much so, that he was seldom if ever excited to 
anger in political debate or religious controversy; 
be conld also sleep quietiy immediately after an 
evening lecture delivered with energy, or soon 
after drinking several cups of coffee, a stimulus 
which over-excites many persone and often in- 
duces insomniency.. He usually slept and di 
well, and during his whole life averaged five or 
six hours every day of mental labor, usually 
writing, without feeling that anyinjurious effect 
resulted. Even when he unfortunately gave 
himself up to Spiritualism, and took a strong in- 
terest in everything connected with it, he never 
became over-excited. At no time of bis life did 
his hand ever tremble. Although 74 years of 
age (being born November, 1800), he wrote, last 
April, as clear, bold and distinct a haad as at 20 
years of age. Under all these advantages of or- 
ganization, the question naturally occured. to 
the reporter; Wat, then, produced the 
present disorder of his mind?

A SURPLUS OF LAW. 

ALL ABOUT A CANNON. 
Considerable excitement was occasioned 
around the Town-Hail in Lake yesterday by the 
trial of Justice A. H. Simontoa for perjury. It 
appears that Mr. Simonton is the Commander of 
Ellsworth Post, No. 25, of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, and that at the celebration of the 
Fourth at South Englewood a canvon from 
Chicago was used. At a meeting of 
the Post the matter was talked over, 
and Mr. Sullvan volunteered to go to Chicago 
for it. He started for it Sunday morning, July 
4, and got the gun and some twenty-five rounds 


of ammunition. 

He seemed to think the occasion worthy of a 
grand spree, the result of which was that ina 
short while he was gloriously drunk. Hie situa- 
tion is very easily understood when it ex- 
plained that he sat in the carriage containing 
the powder with alighted cigar, the ashes of 
which every little while dropped in 
among the bags of powder. About 1 o'clock he 
got as far as State and Thirteenth streets, and it is 
suposed for the sake of a drink, be stopped and 
fired off a round. He also mdulged in the same 
kind of demonstrations at Egan and Cottage 
Grove avenues, and attempted to repeat the 
firing in Hyde Park, where, on being stupped by 
the police, he went to Lake. 

He arrived at South Englewood about 3 
o'clock in the evening, and was met by George 
Sutperland, the Senior Vice-Commander 
of the Post, who, seeing bis condition, thought 
it best to see the cannon in safer hands, and 
desired to take it to his residence. Sullivan 
objected, and said he could take care of it, and 
invended to fire it off at suorise. This was con- 
trary to the Commanders orders, aud Suther- 
land told him uot to fire it till 9 o'clock Mouday 
morning. Sullivan did not care for anybody, 
and was going to do as he pleased. Suther- 
land then informed Simonton of the atate of af- 
fairs, and was iustructed to get possession of 
the gun, and see that it received the right kind 
of care. 

Sutherland followed instructions and placed it 
in his barn. Stili full of Whisky, Sallivan swore 
out a States warrant for larceny of a cannon 
and a search warrant. They came before day- 
light to Sutherland s. broke down the door of 
tue barn, gad took the cannon. On the charge 
of larceny, Sutherland appeared before Justice 
Ritchie aud was ed. in the meantime 
Simongon swore out a writ of replevin, and the

HORSE STEALING. 
HOW IT OFTEN OCCURS, 

Complaints have been made at this office from 
time to time during the past.two weeks that an 
epidemic of borse-stealing has broken out in this 
city, and that the malady has been fostered by 
the neglect, if not the active co-operation, of the 
Police Department. The charges are true in a 
measure as regards the epidemic, but so far as 
the Police Department is concerned it is made 
to bear a responsibility which perbaps does not 
of right belong to them. 

One of the busiest centres of the city is the 
Chamber of Commerce building. The great Chi- 
cago institution, the horse and buggy, is there 


to be frequently found with every variety of the 
article on exnibition. There are over a hundred 
buggies to be seen at one time in 


the immediate vicinity, of the building. 
Their owuers ane ut to the curbstone, 


either hiteh or do itch their horses accord- 
ing to law, and dart off, forgetting not only 
whether proper precautions are taken to prevent 
the involuntary departure of their horse, but 
even where the animai was stationed. Arrivals 
and departures are so numerous that the officers 
in charge find it difficult in the extreme to keep 
track of the vehicles. Thei culties are mul- 
tiplied by the moods of the average Board of 
Trade man. If news on Change is bright, he 
feels happy enough to jest on the most unseem- 
ly topics, and when asked, as he gets into his own 
buggy, what his business is, will doubtless re- 
tort with a facetious injunction to the officer of 
the law to applv bia leisure moments to the 
study of anatomy in varionsedorms and with dif- 
ferent objects, Whenews is not bright; he 
is ready to teply in a manner likely to unnerve 
any policeman. The peeier soon gets discouraged 
and readily allows a stranger to assume the lines 
without a question. The stranger is,in nine 
cases out of ten, a youth bent on mischief, as 
the record of recovered property shows. Ninety 
per cent of the buggies and horses stolen are 
found within twenty-four hours in different 
parts of the city, somewhat the worse for wear, 
but evidently taken with no intention of keep- 
ing them. ‘They are discovered in alleys and on 
street corners, sometimes hitched, but more 
often at large. The theory of the police is that 
they are taken by boys who thus steal a bugzy- 
ride for themselves and their lady friends, which 
their depleted finances would not permit 
their paying for. ‘The despoiled owner on 
discovering his loss immediately betakes 
himself to police bead quarters, and 
leaves a description of the missing borse, ve- 
hicle, and harness, with the clerk ia the detective 
department. Ine description is telegraphed to 
every station io the city, aud. in nine cases out 
of ten, as above stated, the missing property is 
returned in twenty-four hours. It sometimes 
bappens that an hour after a complaint has been 
made the owner returns with a aueer look of 
cbagria and triamph to announce that be for- 
got where he left his buggy,” or a ‘** faiend 
stepped into it without his knowledge,” or the 
policeman took it tothe station for not bein 
hitebed.” This is by far the larger number o 
reported thefts sccounted for. When the 
pohce fail to make a report of the 
recovery of the property, Officer James 
Morgan takes the case in hand. Horse, 
harness, and ouggy are found sometimes togeth- 
er, sometimes separate. They are generaily 
driven out into the country and kept there untii 
uu opportunity offers for selling them, return- 
ing them witha guarantee of no questions 
asked,” or of having them sufflciently altered to 
defy idevtification. Haroess is generally found 
last. A bunt among the pawn-shops, where 
theft of all kind is encouraged, geuerally results 
in the discovery of the missing article. 
The wagoh is occasionally sent to 3 
wagon-shop or  paiot-shop, and the 
body aud running gear interchanged with the 
complementary parte of other wagons, or treated 
to a coat of paint. which effectually removes ail 
traces of former ownership. There have been 
several cases of horse-stealing during the past 
two or three weeks in which the property has 
not been recovered, but in nearly every instance, 
whether stolen or ‘‘ borrowed” merely, the mises- 
ing avimal with attachments has been restored 
toitsowner. Theftsare more common fiom 
stables or baros; involuntary loans are made 
on the curbstone.

Another Ocunoil to Be Held at Bed-Cloud 
Agency 


Commissioner Smith Comes Out In Defense of 
the Indian Bureau. 


Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tritune. 

Rzp Croup Acency, July 10.—We left Spotted 
Tail Agency immediately after the lest Council, 
and reached here Thursday evening. I am not 
permitted to publish a full report of the Council 
with Spotted Tail and his people, the Brule 
Sioux, but I may say that the debate was long 


aod earnest. Finally, Spotted Tail assured the 


Commissioners that, if they would adopt his 
plan, he would do all in his power to facilitate 
the subsequent negotiations for the purchase of 
the Black Hills. This was agreed to by the 
Commissioners, and all signs now indicate the 
success of the proposed treaty. 

THE SIOUX CHIEFS. 

Spotted Tail is here with 200 of his principal 
men, and more are coming. He is now, without 
doubt, the most influential man of the Bioux 
Nation. Red Cloud, the old Ghief of the Ogal- 
lallas, is growing old, and has lost his hold. He 
was never the hereditary Chief, but was brought 
forward by Gen. Harney and Gen. Kearney, and, 
being a man of fine capacity, was long able to 
maintain the control of the soldiers of bis tribe. 
Now the young men disregard him, and the son 
of the old hereditary Chief is coming to the 
front. It was this young brave who occupied 
the Chief's place in the Council held here 
with the Ogallalias, on the 3d inst. 
He is commonly calied Young-Man-Afraid-of- 
His-Horses, bat this is erroneous. The proper 
translation of his name ie They-Fear-His-Horse. 
His father won the title by such fierce charges 
in battle on the enemies of the tribe that they 
were said to be afraid even of bis horse. It is 
easy to see that the young man is very popular 
with bis people. Wherever he goes he bas a 
numerous following: while only two or three of 
the older men remain with Red Cloud. In the 
last Council bere, n 
speaking for the Indians. He has a fine pres- 
ence, and is a smooth orator; but he has none 
of the keen insight and ready command of re- 
sources which distinguish Spotted Tail. 

WAR-—PAINT. 

When we reached Bisnoet’s ranch, 13 miles 
west of Spotied-Tail Agency, the place was ia 
commotion. The little French trading-post is in 
a Sioux village, aud the Indians were bustling 
about and sending men to bring in their stock. 
An Ogallalla runner 4 just arrived — N 
seen a war-party of Uncpapas, numbering, 
men. ‘They said their hearts were bad, because 
the whites bad trespassed on their country; they 
bad killed three men in one place and seven in 
another; and they were going to cover the 
Black Hills witn the tracks of their horses, 
They left in the direction of Spotted-Tail Ageuey. 
The same runner afterwards saw the trail of 
small party of Uncpapas, who had 
towards the road between the Agencies com- 
monly traveled by white men with wagons, 
Bisnet and his friends thought that they aimed 
to strike the first party they might meet. It 
was theu ed unfortubate for us that the 
company of cavalry that had started out to ac- 
company us tothe Black Mils had been sent 
back to wait the close of another Council. We 
were not only without prosection, but the wagon 
containing our baggage and provisions bad gone 
ahead, and might even now be affording food 
and comfort tothe roving Uncpapas. We had 
no alteruative except to camp iu the Sioux village 
(Bisvet could furnish vo accommodations that a 
white man had any right to respect), or proceed 


on our way. 
OUR SCOUT.

ridges were buckled on, and a frienaly Sioux was 


engaged to ride ahead avd preven’ ao ambush. 
I bave seen Indians so poor that thev were ut- 
terly without clothing, except a very coarse 
blauket thrown around their naked shoulders ; 
but even they, the vagrants of their tribes, 
carried the latest improved Winchester sixteen- 
shooting rifles, and, of course, our scout had ove. 
It was an odd sight when he carefully examined 
the lock, then folded his lon¢ legs about his 
strawberry pony and rode forward to beat up 
the bushes at the creek and ree 
that they contained no lurking enemy. 
I do not wuoderstand why a United 
States Commissioners should carry à gun that 
holds but one cartridge, while Lo can shoot six- 
ten times without loading. Some of the soldiers 
are troubled by the same conundrum as applied 
to the relations between the Indians and the 


army. 
THE NEXT COUNCIL
